Russians Are Gobbling Up tne Most 


Valuable Portions of Manchuria. 


Vancouver, B. C., April 6.—Steamei 


Empress of Japan brings the following 
advices: 


A correspondent of the North China 


Daily News gives some remarkable In- 
formation regarding the Russian prog- 
ress In Manchuria aid the northern 
provinces. He points out that whereas 
the only British subjects who are per- 
mitted by treaty to own land outside 
treaty limits are missionaries, Russians 
In .Manchuria are acquiring land as the> 
please and are already working mines 
Vhe railway, too, is obviously a military 
one, 
and he asserts that there are 30.0M 


Russian troops at Port Arthur; 3000 at 
Talien Wan, 2000 at Kin Chou, 200 at 
Lunchou, 200 at Wafanglien, 200 at New 
Chwang. 200 at Hayehing, 200 at Liao 
Yang, BOO at Kirin, 20,000 at Haipien, 
north of Kirin, and, in fact, Russian 
soldiers are all over Manchuria. 
They 


are to be met with aven where the rail- 
way will not touch. In Hayching the 
Russians have taken a shop and fortified 
it by mounting guns. At Liao Yang 
they have a site 200 yards square, whers 
they are building barracks. At Kirin 
the Russians have possession of the 
Chinese barracks, and 300 soldiers with 
20 officers and 
mining engineers are 


quartered there. Outside the city they 
are purchasing land and intend to occupy 
houses for the summer. The Chinese 
officials and people are much afraid o 
the intruders, who do just as they illu 
and square any remonstrances with i 
lew dollars. Visitors to the locahtj 
cannot move without being shadowed by 
Russians. As there is no railway a 
Kirin and the branch line which is prr 
Jected will nob reach there' for two L 
three years, the presence of soldiers ar 
pears unnecessary. The Russo-ChineE 
bank has opened a branch in Kirn, 
worked by Chinese with one foreigner, 
who is British, but little beyond political 
work appears to be done. At Haipien 
where the railway will branch oft frffr 
the main line to Vladivostock, there ar 
Russian settlements with 20,000 soldier; 
It is instructive to compare this militar; 
occupation with the railway in whici 
British capitalists have their money, ; 
good road with stone embankments anc 
workshops along the line, where cai 
riagres and bridges are being built and 
yet not one British soldier to protect th« 
property. 


The agricultural and mineral resource* 


of Manchuria are 
immense, and th> 


Russians are working so as to explci 
them for their advantage. Land is beinj 
compulsorlly acquired at the rate of $10 
,a mow, and In tJie event of Chinese re- 
sistance a telegram to the Russian min- 
ister at Pekin overcomes It. 


The Russians are adopting tnhumar 


practices to spread their influence it 
Manchuria. 
At one place, some 20 mile 


from Liao-Tang, Russians attempted 
to take possession of a house, and a. 
old woman, who resisted, was klcket 
to death.

that the old woman attempted to set fin 
to the house, and in preventing her sh. 

After paying a fe\ 
dollars, the Russians kept possession 
of the house.

The first measure to i 


be adopted for that purpose is to drill I 
several hundred soldiers by Japanese ! 
officers, and secondly, to encourage the , 
dispatch of Chinese students to Japan 
for study. If the situation should com- 
pel Japan to take a final step, it will 
be absolutely necessary for her to hold 
Amoy, and the railway between that 
place and Hankow. 


It is, however, to early to consider 


this phase, which can only enter into 
Japan's calculations when the mainte- 
nance of China's integrity is entirely 
despaired of, and there is no hope of 
preventing a partition. 
In the mean- 


time, Mr. Yalo, Japanese minister at 
Peking, has applied to the Chinese gov- 
ernment for five new settlements for 
Japan's exclusive use, to be opened at 
Foo-Chow.

Dinner Speaker. 


Washington Irving was not a ready 


after dinner speaker. The author of 
"American Bookmen" says that he 
ehnimcd public appearances. Yet when 
Dickens came to New York, in 1842, 
Irving could cot escape presiding at 
tho great dinner in his honor. They 
had already become friends through 
correspondence, for Irving's delight in 
Little Nell had to'be expressed in a 
letter to the author, and Dickens, ia 
Ins enthusiastic response, had said: 
" 'Diedrich Knickerbocker" I have 


worn to death in my pocket, and yet I 
should shavr yon his mutilated carcass 
with a joy beyond expression." 


The night of the public dinner came, 


and Irving'a dread of the introductory 
speech kept Lira murmuring throughout 
the repast, "I shall certainly break 
down." 


At the proper time he rose to his 


feet, began bravely, bnt could only tit- 
ter a few sentences, and ended by tak- 
ing refuge in the announcement of the 
toast: 


"Charles Dickens, the guest of the 


nation." 


The applause was generous, and Ir- 


ving took his seat. 


"There!" fro said. "I told yon I 


should break down, and I have done it!" 


Later, while on his way to Madrid, 


he found himself called upcn at the 
dinner of the Literary fund in London 
to respond to the toast, "Washington 
Irving and American literature." All 
he could say in acknowledgment of an 
enthusiastic reception was:

"I beg to return you my very sincere 


thanks."

Chlttenden of Yale university and 
Dr. Samuel A. Currie, who was lieu- 
tenant colonel of the Second New Jersey 
regiment, which was stationed at Jack- 
sonville durintr the war. 


Colonel Davis stated that most of the 


c&.ns from which the samples were taken 
for analysis had been exposed to the 
heat of tropical countries, some of the 
cans being brought from Havana for 
the purpose of the test, 


Dr. Currie testified that the refrig- 


erated beef supplied at Jacksonville had 
on some occasions made the men sick. 
He had made chemical analysis of the 
beef, which in one case showed the 
presence of salicylic acid, and in another 
of boric acid. The view that acids had 
been used was strengthened by tho fact 
that the meat appeared to grow dark 


j unon coming into contact with the iron 
' of the butcher's knife. Dr. Currie said 
he had discovered some years ago by 


' actual tests that Swift & Co. used saly- 
cilic acid to preserve their meats. Two 
months ago he had made a similar test 
of beef furnished by Armour & Co., at 
his own home in Englevvood, N, J., and 
found that it contained salycilic acid. 
The beef thus examined looked paler on 
the surface than other beef. 
He 


thought the beef could be treated both 
by injection or immersion in the acid. 


Major Lee read the reply of tnc ••ourt 


to General Miles' requtsst for the sum- 
moning of 131 witnesses named by him 
and General Miles' reply asking that they 
be placed in the records.

of the United States army that I respect- 
fully request that company commanders 
and the enlisted men of their commands 
—even to include, if necessary, every 
Boldier—who served in the field during 
the war, be called upon to bear witress 
before your court (either by oral testi- 
mony or by answer to interrogatories) 
as to the results of their own personal 
expedience with the beef ration issued to 
them. It is my belief that at least 
25,000 men, and undoubtedly a much 
greater number, would confirm the tes- 
timony that has already been given that 
E portion of the food supplied the army 
was unwholesome and unsuitable for 
use. I therefore request that the small 
number of witnesses whose names have 
Just been submitted may be called to 
give their testimony before your court; 
and In regard to its toeing a final list, as 
I stated in my letter yesterday. I 80 con- 
»ider It, although such additional names 
may be added as circumstances may de- 
velope the necessity therefor." 


The general understanding about the 


court is that the request will not be com- 
plied with.

PRINCIPAL HOWE'S LECTURE. 


A fair sized audience greeted Prin- 


cipal C. H. Howe of Wakefleld at the 
ipera house Wednesday evening. It 
was too bad that the opera house was 
not crowded for the lecture, aa was ex- 
pected, proved one of the best of the 
kind ever given here. President Hull 
of the Teachers' association presented 
Wr. Howe and said that an introduc- 
tion was not needed. Mr. Howe before 
beginning his talk said he was glad to 
be present for it seemed to him as 
though he had come home after a long 
absence. He was principal foj- eight 
years in the local high school. He felt 
as though he were with neighbors and 
friends and not with strangers. His 
subject was "The Home and the School 
and Their Responsibilities." 


He said there are hopeful signs on 


the educational 
horizon. 
Education 


has been socialized, perhaps national- 
ized is a. better word. The state has 
become responsible (or the education of 
the youth 
The Home has its func- 


tions 
The day of the private teacher 


has given way to the private school 
and the private school has given way 
to the public school. The socialization 
of the school is proved by the fact that 
the community owns the schools. 
Years ago it made no difference how 
scholars got to school now towns pay 
for their transportation. 
Heretofore 


the parents had to look out for the 
child's health now the town examines 
fhe scholars. Years ago when schools 
were built if a lunch counter were 
talked of in the school the idea would 
be ridiculed. Now they are 
being 


placed in all up-to-date high schools. 
Why are they not in order as are the 
municipal baths or lecture course? The 
socialization of education is becoming 
more apparent every day. 


The speaker desired 10 discuss the 


responsibility of a teacher. 
He por- 


trayed a class in school, pictured the 
%'arious scholars with their different 
attributes 
and 
inclinations. 
He 


showed what a teacher had to contend 
with and what a teachei1 must do to 
get the best results. He proved con- 
clusively why a teacher should not 
have too many scholars to care for. 
The requirements of a teacher are self- 
respect, 
bouyancy 
of spirit 
and 


naturalness. Mr. Howe showed how 
much a community asked of a teacher 
and how small a recompense she re- 
ceives. Her salary is a little more than 
a servant's. This fact in time is bound 
to reduce the standard of the schools. 
About 10 years ago teaching was the 
profession of the best educated women. 
In 10 years from now only second rate 
ability will teach on account of the 
tendency to reduce the wages. The 
Home must protect itself. This is the 
paramount obligation of the teacher. 


Parents do not visit the schools as 


they ought. 
They should know the 


teacher as they know a neighbor. In 
this way both may understand the 
child. Committees are inclined to say 
how a teacher must act. 
This is a 


great mistake. Let them act natural. 
The only requirement that ought to be 
asked of a teacher 
is, "Is she a 


woman?" 
"Is he a man?" Parents 


should encourage teachers. The teach- 
ers need heartening. Treat a teacher 
like a neighbor, and bid them God- 
«peed. The gainer will be the children. 
When you pay high wages you do it 
for your children's sake. 


The talk was one of sound common 


sense throughout and ever-^ne who 
heard it went home feeling that they 
bad. heard the truth and learned some- 
thing. This town ought to take the 
lesson home as there is plenty of 
chance for a practice of it here. Mr. 
Howe was kept busy receiving old 
friends and congratulations after the 
lecture.

FROM ALASKA TO ARGENTINA. 


The Pan-American Railroad, Long Re- 


garded as a Visionary Scheme, 


May Become a Reality. 


ROUTE WHICH THE 


LINE WOULD TRAVERSE. 


[Copyright, 1899. by W. J. Rudolph.] 


Man is a nomadic animal. One of the 


most deep rooted instincts of the genus 
homo is the passion to be in just that 
place where he is not- 


Out of this spirit of restlessness have 


sprung the trolley car, the steamboat 
and the railway engine. For the last 
score or two of years the very flower of 
mechanical and inventive genius has 
manifested Itself in the ever increasing 
production of more expeditious and 
more efficient means of transportation. 


The outcome of this activity is that 


hemispheres are being threaded togeth- 
er with thousands of hurrying keels, 
scattered continents have been bound 
up by the innumerable steel bands of 
our modern railway systen:«, and coun- 
tries have been woven ever closer and 
closer by the locomotives that go «ret- 
nally back and forth like tireless shut- 
tles. Today the surface of America is so 
overlaid with its intertwining and in- 


i sound, but it must be remembered that 
I the Klondike road is already under con- 
struction and that the preliminary sur- 
vey for the intercontinental railway it- 
self has already taken place. 


It is not quite ten years since the 


intercontinental 
railway 
commission 


was called into existence at Washing- 
ton. This was effected by the invitation 
of congress, at the suggestion of several 
South American republics and with the 
enthusiastic support of the late James 
| G. Elaine. The task of this commission 
, was to look into the feasibility of con- 
structing a trunk line from the United 
States through the different republics 


. to the south of us, so that this line and 
jits ramifications branching off into the 


i numerous Latin states of the Americas 
might effect the commercial unification 


j of the western hemisphere. 
I As early as 1821 Simon Bolivar had 
j au vacated closer connections between 
jthe govt^ments of South ancT Central 


which they ran In proportion to the 
number of miles of road in each state. 
Another «nd even more important pro- 
vision was that the railway was to be 
declared forever neutral for the purpose 
of securing freedom of traffic. When 
President Harrison transmitted the re- 
port to congress, he designated the plan 
as "vast, but not impracticable." 


In 1S91 congress appropriated anoth- 


er $65,000, and in the same year three 
government expeditions of civil engi- 
neers sailed from New York for South 
and Central America to undertake the 
proposed preliminary surveying. The 
| first expedition went to Central America 
to mark out a line from Mexico south- 
ward until it should meet the second 
expedition, which was to begin opera- 
tions at Quito, Ecuador, and progress 
northward. The third party was to sur- 
vey southward from Quito, striking 
down through Ecuador and Peru to 
Lake Titicaca, on the fringe of the Bo- 
livian pampa. 


No less than nine years have been 


occupied in completing this partial sur- 
vey, and the reports of the three expe- 
ditions have Just been made public and 
issued in book form. These reports fill 
three large volumes and in a fascinat- 
ing way tell of the hardships and ex- 
periences of the surveyors in the field. 
While the object of the survey was at 
no time the determination of the precise 
route for the new road, it was 'neverthe- 
less to ascertain the most suitable 
country to be traversed by such a road 
and then deduce the approximate cost 
of construction from the conditions and 
character 
of 
the 
country 
passed 


through. 


The decision of the surveyors is, in a 


word, that the line must run down the 
very backbone of the Andes. In other 


I 


miles. When It ia completed, the Amer- I 
lean pleasure seeker and commercial 
traveler will be able to make an unbro-' 
ken journey by rail from Maine to 
Buenos Ayres, a distance of at least 
10,000 miles. The general elevation 
when once !n South America will be 
from a mile to a mile and a half above 
tbe level of the sea, and at a number 
of points the elevation of the roadbed , 
will distinguish this new line as the 
highest railway in the world. Only 250 
of the total 4,900 miles from the south- 
ern terminus of the Mexican system to ! 
the most northern terminus of the dif- \ 
ferent Argentine railways have as yet ' 
been built. There are, however, at j 
present many private lines under con- | 
structlon which can in tima be made 
use of by the through trunk road. 
These private lines aggregate some 2,000 
miles of roadbed, leaving some 2,700 j 
miles of the transcontinental route stili 
to be surveyed and built. 


The South American countries which 


this trunk line and its ramifications will 
tap are now very poor in railways, but 
proportionately rich in resources. More 
than this, the people of these different 
South American republics are anxious 
for some such connection with the 
north. From the gold mines of Colom- 
bia alone since the sixteenth century 
$700,000.000 worth of gold has been tak- 
en. Three thousand mines in Peru are 
daily turning out minerals of practical- 
ly unknown value. In Central and 
South America there are approximately 
40,000,000 people who are willing and ea- 
ger to trade with our own 75.000,000 peo- 
ple. All ol these 17 Spanish-American 
countries yield many of the things 
which we need and cannot produce our- 
selves and want the things which we 
are notv putting on other and more dis- 
tant markets. The building of the first 
railway line connecting the 
United 


States and the interior of Mexico is well 
known to have resulted in a sevenfold 
increase of trade in six years. The com- 
bined foreign trade of South America is 
estimated at $860,000,000 annually. Of 
this the United States secures only a 
little over one-fifth, the other four-fifths 
going to Great Britain, Germany and 
other European countries. 


But a Pan-American railway would 


soon change all this. Our experience 
with Mexico has shown us just what in- 


of Mexico our car switches off to the 
new line built by the Mexican govern- 
ment from the capital to the thriving 
town of Ayutla, which lies on the Su- 
chiate, in tha northwest corner of Gua- 
temala, 12,000 feet above the sea and in 
view of the towering volcano of Santa 
Maria. The western slope of Guatemala 
is narrow, and we are crowded close to 
the Pacific by the great mountain walls 
on our east.' We notice that thig west- 
ern slope is cut by many ris'ers that 
ceaselessly wash and waste away the 
mountain sides. It is at Ayutla that we 
pass over the first rails of the real 
transcontinental 
line 
and, 
speeding 


southward directly parallel with the 
ocean, enter Mazatenango and Retalhu- 
leu, two busy and important towns. 


Leaving these odd looking Latin 


places behind us, we pass on to Santa 
Lucia, which is not far distant from 
the Pacaya volcano. Here wu cross 
the newly built Central railway of Gua- 
temala, then plunge into the moun- 
tains and at an elevation of some 6,000 
feet skirt Luke Ay.urza and whisk past 
the volcano of Jumay. 
Crossing the 


frontier into Salvador, we take in Santa 
Ana, well southward of Lake G-uija, and 
find a railway already built from Sal- 
vador to Acajutla, on the Pacific. In 
Honduras our route follows the tortu- 
ous line of the coast, twining in and 
out between mountain and bay, until we 
arrive'at the city of Choluteca, where 
we again strike due south for Chinun- 
clega and speed along the railway that 
has for some time connected Corinto 
with Lake Nicaragua. At Granada we 
start out OK our new road again and, 
coasting the lake, reach Rivss and the 
site of the proposed Nicaraguan canal. 
Once over the canal we strike off at a 
tangent and fly eastward to Brito and 
the Pacific again. We slip into Costa 
Rica, on the western coast, and touch 
at Santa Rosa and Liberia. Then we 
steam on across the Panama country, 
still hugging the western slopes, close 
to the Pacific. On the east is a rough 
and mountainous country, and we fight 
shy of it as much as possible, favoring 
the seacoast and passing through all 
the important shipping points of Costa 
Rica and Panama. Then comes a deso- 
late ride across the* neck of Colombia, 
until at Rio Sucio we actually enter 
South America and, passing out of a 
stretch of country very like the Bad 
Lands of Dakota, say goodby to Central 
America, with its ruins of curious old 
cities and relics of an older civilization 
that has long since passed away. 


Once In' South America, we can see 


that it was here that the engineer's 
troubles began. The Andes and the sub- 
sidiary ranges extend from the north 
to the south of this continent, showing 
great valley depressions that alternate 
vrith overawing peak elevations stretch- 
ing up among the clouds. From Rio Su- 
cio, in Colombia, we go southward to 
Paso de Caramanta, from which point 
we see that a great number of branches 
radiate out through the surrounding 
rich country.

j and before long cut across mountainous 
! country and follow the course of the 
Jaiya until the Little Rio is approached. 
Here we dart eastward by marvelous in 
and out evolutions, right through the 
rugged heart of the Sierra Vilca Con- 
ga. At Cuzco, after twisting and turn- 
ing and doubling on ourselves for a few 
hundred miles, we tome across an older 
railway, which leads us southeast to 
Lake Titicaca and from there on to 
Huanchaca. 
From Huanchaca 
three 


lines spring, one stretching away to Rio 
Janeiro by way of Coxim, the other 
twining off into Paraguay and thence 
by way of Corric ntes into Uruguay and 
on to . Montevideo. The third line, 
which we ourselves take, passes south- 
ward to Juyjuy, to Tueuman and on to 
Buenos Ayres, across the fertile Argen- 
tine plains. At Buenos Ayres, with its 
busy 1,000,000 people, we. come to the 
end of our Journey. 


Here we get out. and In all probability 


stretch our legs and dazedly think of 
the strange scenes and the different 
climes and the magnificent panorama of 
ever diversified mountain and valley 


i and plain past which we have been 
; speeding for the last ten days. 
' 
The description of such a journey 


sounds chimerical enough, but equally 


i ridiculous did the mere thought of ever 
piercing the Rockies and stretching one 
continuous steel band from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific sound to our fathers. In 
this age of enterprise and daring the 
dream of yesterday becomes the accom- 
plishment of today, and it requires no 
mechanical Moses to foresee the time 
when jtist such a journey as has been 
described will be made.

WASHINGTON IRVING. 


tersecting system of steel rails that a 
railway map of our country looks for 
all the world like a great fish net of 
tangled threads. Each glimmering line 
is an artery carrying ceaselessly up and 
down the land the essential corpuscles 
of commerce.

This fact the czar 
of all the Russias realized when he, 
somewhat slyly, it must be confessed, 
set about the tremendous task of push- 
ing out Into the deserts of Siberia a. 
railway that In time Is to link St. Pe- 
tersburg and the Baltic on the west 
with' Vladivostok and the Pacific on the 
east 
This, too, Cecil Rhode* saw 


through when he first planned his Na- 
poleonic Transafrlcan road that IB to 
allow the Cape and Cairo gome day to 
join hands across 5,000 miles of African 
jungle and desert 


But an undertaking which overshad- 


ows both these great lines In commer- 
cial Importance as well as In extent will 
be the not far distant construction of 
the Pan-American railway, threading' 
together the Americas on a single 
string. From Dawson City to Buenos 
Ayres Is a far cry, but if one may judge 
by appearances It will not be very long 
before the opulent Klondlker, looking' 
for a chance of air. will be able to step 
into his Pullman at some snow bound 
Alaskan station and disembark at a 
depot In the South American city of 
BIMBOS Ayres. The thing has a Utopian 


America on the one hand and that of 
the United States on the other. John 
Quincy Adams 'and- Henry Clay in their 
own time had given their support to the 
same idea, and at Lima in 1847 a con- 
gress was held to investigate/ the possi- 
bility of bringing about some such 
movement. 


Nothing tangible was accomplished, 


however, and' a second congress, con- 
vened at Santiago, Chile, in 1856, was 
equally unsuccessful. So, too, was the 
third meeting of a corresponding body 
at Lima in 1864, while the congress of 
Montevideo in 1882, though failing in its 
original purpose, served to Interest the 
people of the United States in the ques- 
tion. The ultimate result of this last 
convention was the appointment of the 
Washington commission in 1889 and the 
appropriation of J65,000 by congress as 
the share of the United States in the 
expenses of a preliminary survey for 
the suggested Pan-American road, the 
conference having recommended the 
appointment of a small international 
committee of capable engineers to look 
into the proposed routes. These engi- 
neers, of whom each nation should ap- 
point three, were to have authority to 
employ as many other assistants and 
workmen as were needed to carry on 
the work. 


Some time later the railway commit- 


tee of this conference submitted their 
report, and In it they advocated the 
construction'of a railway which should 
connect the 16 different nations that lie 
to the south of the Rio Grande with the 
United States. One provision of the 
plan was that so far as possible rail- 
ways already in existence were to be 
incorporated in the proposed system, 
while it was further provided that the 
new lines to be constructed were to be 
paid for by the different states through

pendous one. It Is calculated that on 
an average it will take $35,000 to build 
but one mile of it. At some points the 
expense of construction will run up as | 
high as $65,000 a mile, while at others it 
will not amount to one-quarter of that 
sum. But, unlike Russia's great Trans- ; 
Siberian road, the Pan-American line > 
will run through no long tracts of bar- 
ren 'wastes and northern wildernesses. 
There is no extended portion "of South 
America that Is not of commercial Im- 
portance, and it will throw open to us 
the doors of countries already in a 
more or less advanced stage of develop- ] 
ment.

To appreciate the vast obstacles which j 


the engineer will have to overcome in j 
building this new railway let us Imag- 1 
ine ourselves seated in an observation! 
car on the way to its proposed southern 
terminal, the flourishing city of Buenos 
Ayres. There will be little, new in the 
trip from the United States to the capi- 
tal of the Mexican republic. At the City i 


cars rumbles past us on the way to the 
north as we pass on and continue south- 
ward along the main line to Popayan, 
where the road branches off into the 
Motilones range to Jose de Cucuta, and 
then on to La Grita and Trujlllo, tap- 
ping the rich northern lands of Colom- 
bia. 


The elevation Is very great, and look- 


ing from our car windows we can see 
how the engineers have taken advan- 
tage of every pass, gorge and cleft for 
the avoidance of these extreme eleva- 
t'ons through which our train twines in 
and 'out like a sinuous mountain snake. 
The elevation at Popayan Is almost 
6,000 feet. 
But, turning southward at 


this airy point, we climb still higher 
and higher, until at Tulcan we are 10.000 
feet above the level of the sea. But up, 
still up we go, and at Ruminahul we 
reach the astounding altitude of 15.000 
feet, and then begin gradually to drop 
down again to Latacunga and Quito, in 
Ecuador, .which tatter Is only a little 
over 9,000 feet .above the sea level. We 
take advantage of the tableland be- 
tween the cordillera oriental and the 
Cordillera occidental to avoid a series of 
the most Impassable Andean heights, 


On the third day of April 114 years 


ago Washington Irving, one of Ameri- 
ca's most noted men of letters, first saw 
the light of day. 


Washington Irving, though a most de- 


lightful companion, was strangely con- 
stituted. 
"Pectrrnrrly unfitted," as he 


himself once said, "for any periodical- 
ly recurring task or any stipulated la- 
bor of the body or mind," his whole life 
was a desultory one- He ha-d no com- 
mand of his talents, and he had to 
watch the vagaries of his mind as he 
would those of a weathercock. Born in 
New York in 17S3, he was a genuine 


i American. He was the youngest of five 
' sons, all of whom showed decided liter- 
ary taste, and in early life he betrayed 
the natural bent of his mind. 


He was a delicate lad, however, and 


was obliged to go abroad at an early 
age. 
He studied for the law, but, 


though admitted to the bar in 1806, he 
never practiced. 


He took an active part in the war ot 


1812, being aid-de-camp and secretary 
to Governor Tompkins and 
dubbed 


"Colonel." At this time he published 
the "Sketch Book." 


He was shortly thereafter appointed 


secretary of legation to the American 
embassy at London under Minister Mc- 
Lane and on the return of the latter to 
the United States became charge d'af- 
faires, officiating as such in the corona- 
tion ceremonies of William IV and in 
other state pageants. He was our min- 
ister to the court of Madrid in 1842, re- 
maining there four years. Returning 
to America, he began his "Life of Wash- 
ington," which he finished just befora 
his death. 


He died at his borne in Sunnyside and 


was buried in the old churchyard in his 
beloved Sleepy Hollow, Tarrytown, N. 
T., which is about three miles from his 
home. His tombstone bears this simple 
inscription: 


Washington Irving. 


Born 


April 3, 17S3. 


Died 


November 2S. ISaS. 


THE NEW FRENCH PRESIDENT. 
Like M. Jules Grevy, the new French 


president, M. Emile Loubet, is a lawyer. 
He has been all his life'remarkable for 
devotion to work and for simplicity of 
manners, and when only last year one 
of his friends reminded him that he 
would be a future candidate for the 
presidency he remarked that he pre- 
ferred to retjre to what he called his 
grange, or barn, and live peacefully. 


Before go.'ng to the senate M. Loubet 


and his fam'ly lived in an entresol of 
the Rue de Tournon, leading to the 
Luxembourg. There he was noted for 
his unostentatious southern hospitality. 
Mme. 
Loubet, who, like her husband, 


comes from the Drome, frequently su- 
perintended the preparation of southern 
dishes. Both the president and his wife 
have a strong southern accent, and am- 
bassadors and the potentates who are 
expected at Paris next year will have 
a good opportunity of hearing French 
pronounced according to the style of old 
Provence. 


The president has three children—a 


daughter and two sons. His aged moth- 
er lives a few miles away from his 
house at Montelimar, and on the last 
occasion that he wen* to see her he 
found her engaged in baking some 
bread, a task in which he at onue 
shared.
